One 
of them, in an edition sold by M@r. Santin, copied literally this Work, boldly 
assuming the name of the present Editor. This was an injury, but not 
a direct insult. The other, in an Edition for Mr. Theophilus Barrois, 
threatens with a prosecution any person who shall presume to pirate his 
Mauuscript. /Manuscript, ndeed! Whoever will be at the to com- 
pare the two Editions, will find that Editor to have been a minute copier of 
istpresent Dictionary. 
As to his asseveration of being the first who inserted the several Jrre- 
 gularities in the English verhs and nouns—nothing, to use the softest ex- 
ression, Was ever more groundless. He took them, word for word, from 
this Work, in which they were inserted by the present Editor more than 
twenty years ago, with the folowing paragraph in the Preface :-—‘ This 
Edition contains ali the Jrregwiarities in the English lan eonve- 
nence which is not to be found in any other French and English Diction- 


Another paragraph was this :—‘ Ladies at the head of Scheels, and pri- 
vate Governesses, will find their laudable wish fully satisfied, as the most 
scrupulous care has been taken to expunge all improper expressions.” It 
must, however, be granted, that the copier followed here his own plan, and 
replaced with the strictest attention, all the rude and offensive words which 
the present Editor had left, and continues to leave out. . 

As to some articles which that Editor added, they chiefly consist of ob- 
solete and uncouth expressions, which will for ever remain undisturbed, 
ot of words minutely technical, which the present Editor always avoided 
to insert, because a literary Dictionary can never be made an Encyclope- 
dia: otherwise, why not have added the whole series of words belonging to 
chemistry, botany, painting, &c. &c.?

“Whe French ‘have ttvo ¢’s not accented, as has 
‘been seen in the table of the vowels. 
‘One of them is always silent, and only serves 
(as far as relates to pronunciation) to ‘lengthen 
‘the ‘syllable which precedes it; as, un grund 
point; une grande pointe. Un médecin ; une 
médecine. 

‘The other unaccented ¢ has a sound of its own, 
which coming from the throat, as in the English 
‘words daughter, sister, ‘gives to it the name of

That ¢ is sometimes pronounced, and some- 
‘times not ; and in this consists & great difficulty 
for foreigners, who always pronouncisig it full, 
ere long before they are able to ‘follow a French 
conversation, and thence are inclined ‘to believe 
that the French speak much faster than aby other 
nation. he truth fs, that the French, taking 
them in general, do not spenk ‘faster thah other 

eople, but in conversation, and in familiar réead- 
Tog, they drop the guttural as often as they can 
doit, -and thus go quicker through a sentence 
‘than does a foreigner, who gives a full guttural 
sound to every ¢ he nieets with. 

In this consists much of the Heafness and ele- 
igance of a good French accefit, anda little at- 


tention to the following remarks will remove 
every difficulty. 

When a guttural e ends a second syllable, it 
is not pronounced ; and this is affected in the 
following manner ; the first syllable joins the 
consonant of the second, and the e thus unsup- 
ported, remains silent: Ex. Quand vous se- 
rez le nréme, vous ‘me trouverez le mame. ~”

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SECTION Ik 


Of Grammar in general. 


. GRAMMAR is the art of reading, speaking, 
and writing a language by rules. 

There are nine parts of speech ; the article ; 
the noun, or substantive ; the adjective, or ad- 

‘noun 3 the pronoun ; the verb; the adverb; the 
preposition; the conjunction; and the interjec- 
tion. 

1. The article declares a noun, and deter- 
mines the extent of its signification.—Hence ar- 
ticles are divided.into desinite, indefinite, and 
partitive. 

The word definite, in its literal acceptation, 
signifies something limited within aknown space 
~The word indefinite designs something with- 
out known limits—The word partitive means 
dividing into parts... 

In English, the is definite—a or an, and like- 
wise some or any, in the sense of more or /ess, 
and whatever, are indefinite—some, in the sense 
of a portion of, is partitive—The milliner has 
sent me the hat which I bought yesterday—7 
milliner has shown to me a hat of a new fash- 
jion—Here are fine oranges, will you have any ? 
Yes, I will buy some—Here is a fine orange, will 
you have any? Yes, I will be obliged to you for 
some. Give me some bread. Give me some apples. 

2. A substantive expresses the idea of any 
thing which we may touch and see, or which 
we may cenceive existing by itself—A table, the 
sun, virtue and vice are substantives. 

Substantives niay be divided into proper, com- 
mon and abstract nouns. 

A substantive proper, strictly speaking, only 
belongs to one person or one thing, and names 
it—Shakspeare, Homer ; Shakspeare’s Othello ; 
Homer’s [iad. 

A substantive common belongs to more than 
one object. Tree, bird, flower, oak, sparrow, 
pink, are substantives common. 

A substantive abstract expresses an object 
which is only conceived by the mind, without 
falling under any of the senses~-Virtue, vice, 
good-nature, and peevishness, are substantives 
abstract; for, though we may know and see 
virtuous, vicious, good-natured, and peevish mén, 
we never saw virtue, vice, go0d-auture, and pee 
vishness, but only conceive them by the power of 
our mind, as particular habits which render men 
virtuous or vicious, good-natured or peevish. 

Nouns nay have either a singular or a plural 


meaning, which Grammarians call number— 
There are two numbers—the singular and the 
plural. 

The singular designs one—4n apple, a pen, a 
man, are in the singular number. 

The plural designs many, or more than.one— 
Two apples, ten pens, a hundred men, are all in 
the plural number. 

There are four genders in English-—Mascu- 
line, feminine, neuter, and common. ° 

The mascu/ine belongs to all males—1 man, 
a horse, are masculine. 

The feminine, belongs to all females—.1 wo- 
man, a tigress, are feminine. 

The neuter iv English belongs to inanimate 
ohjects—4 table, a pen, are neuter. 

The conzmon belongs to the order of males and 
females— Child, chicken, thief, are of the common 

ender. 
e S. An adjective or adnoun, expresses a parti 
cular quality ascribed to a substantive—A good 
man, a bad man, a studious man, a lazy man— 
The words good, bad, studious, and lary, express 
the particular quality which belong to such or 
such a man. 

Adjectives, according to the extent of theit 
signification, take the name of positive, compae 
rative, and superlative. 

An adjective, in its natural state, is in the po 
sitive degree—Sophia is studious and obliging, 

An adjective in a state either of increase, di 
minution, or equality, is in the comparative de- 
grec—Hence comparatives are divided into com- 
parativesof superioricy, inferiority,and equality. 

A comparative of superiority has for its sign, 
the word more, or an ending In er, equivalent to 
more—Cecilia is more studious, and wiser than 
her sister. 

A comparative of inferlority has for its sign, 
the word less, followed by than, or the word se 
with a negation followed by as—You are less 
studious than your brother. You are not so at 
tentive as you used to be. ; 

The comparative of equality has for its sign, 
the word as, followed by as—She is as good-na 
tured as her mother. 

An adjective in its most extensive meaning, 
is in the superlative degree, and has for its sign 
the word most, or an ending in est, equivalent to 
most~-Your sister is the most prudent weman I

know.—He is the proudest, and the most trifling 
man in London. 

4, A pronoun is a word which is used instead 
of a noun, to avoid a troublesome and unbarmo- 
nious repetition. 

Pronouns are divided into—Personal, posses 
sive, demonstrative, relative, and indeterminate. 
—A complete list of all the pronouns is given in 
the following section ; our end here is only to 
give definitions and explain them. ; 

Personal pronouns, as the word designs it ful- 
ly, represent the names of persons—/ was yes- 
terday with your sister; she was speaking of you, 
when your brother came up to us. we conversed 
with Aim, and he invited us to his house. 

Possessive ns denote possession or pro- 
pcrty— Your horse is stouter than mine, is-a con 
cise way of saying: the horse which you possess 
ts stouter than the horse which | possess. 

Demonstrative pronouns point out the objects 
of uur observation or discourse, and clearly dis- 
tinguish them from any other object.—‘TAts boy 
is more attentive than that girl— These pens ure 
better than those. 

Relative pronouns show a reference to some 
substantives which either precede, or follow them. 
—The man who lives with me, and whom you 
know. The pen which I gave to your brother. 
The grasamar that I read. iVhich of these roses 
do you like best ;—All pronouns, absolutely speak 
ing, have a relative signification, but who, that, 
and whioh, are those which are properly called 
relative pronouns. 

The indeterminate or indefinite pronouns de 
note their object ina general, vague, and uncer 
tain manner—One cannot always be happy- 
Somebody knocks at the door—One and somebody 
denote no particular object, and so they are inde- 
terminate. 

5. The subject or nominative of a verb is the 
word which affects the verb, and determines its 
person and number—/ read; we love; your sis- 
ter sings; your brothers play. 

The object or regimen of a verb, is the word 
which receives its action—I know your brother ; 
ne loves you ; he will sing a song. 

A verb is a part of speech w signifies to be, 
to do, or to suffer; that is to say, verb ex- 
presses either the actual state of person’ and 
things, the actions which they do, or the impress 
sions they receive—We are free; he becomes 


proud. We praise candour ; I hate double deal- 


ing. Liars are despised ; virtuans men have been 
sometimes weak. 

Hence the natural division of verbs into sub- 
stantive, active, and passive verbs. 


Averb substantive denotes what kind of union 
subsists between a subject and its attribute. To 
be is the only real verb substantive—Your bro- 
ther is obedient; your brother will be rich; that 
man is not sincere; your brother was not guilty. 

A verb active declares an action, doing, done, 
or to be done—I praise you ; we repre ed him ; 
we will examine his Comte , ‘on of 

v asstve expresses mprexsion of an 
action which an object is receiving, bas rece1y- 
ed, or will receive—He is hated ; your sister was 
praised; he will be reprimanded—Hence it ap- 

that the different tenses of the verb to be, 
oined to a participle, form a verb passive. 

Besides this general division, verbs receive 
the names of auxiliary or helping, reficcted, re- 
ciprocal, neuter, personal, defective, regular, and 
trregular. 

The verbs to be and to Aave, are called auzilia- 
ry or helping verbs, because they help to us 
gate all other verbs, in many tenses—I have din- 
ed; you are praised; we will have sung; he 
should be corrected. 

A verb reflected is a verb active, the subject 
and object of which are the same—He praises 
himself; I hurt myself; you will rain yourself. 

A verb reciprocal is a verb active, the subject 
and object of which are not the same; but as in 
the reflected, they have a mutual action upon one 
another. Hence it follows that a verb reciprocal 
is always im the plural number—/Ve love one 
another ; they write to one another. 

A verb neuter has no regimen—HHe fell down ; 
she runs well. 

All verbs which may be conjugated with three 
persons in the singular, and three in the plural, 
are called personal—I write; thou writest ; he 
writes ; we write ; ye write; they write. 

A verb impersonal is only conjugated with the 
pronoun it, in the third personal singular—Jz 
rains; it will mow; it concerns you. 

A verb defective ca amnot go through the usual 
variations-of other v ethinks, methought. 

A verb regular with the usual forma- 
tion of verbs—I praise ; (praised ; I have prais- 
ed; I love; loved; I have loved. 

A verb irregular does not agree with the usual 
formation of verbs—J go, / went, [have gone ; I 
speak, | spoke, / have spoken. 

5 Verbs have moods, tenses, persons, and nunt- 
ers. 

A mood is the distinct manner of expressing 
the various powers of a verb—There are four 
meeds : the injinitive, the indicative, the subjune- 
tive, and the wniperetive, 
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mood infinitive declures the power of the 
most extensive signification—/t is 
» to converse, and to reflect. 
y, te converse, and to reftect, 
set no limits to the ideas of study, conversation, 
and reflection, but leave them in a boundless 

The mood indicative declares in a direct man- 
@ subject is, does, or suffers, without 
standing im need of a conjunction—You are 


‘Fhe mood subjunctive, likewise called conjunc- 


tive and optative, cannot have a meaning with- 
out the help of a conjunction. Its literal mean- 


ing is a complete definition; it is a mood de- 
pendant on a conjunetion, either expressed or 
understood.— Though the rich be powerful, they 
cannot avoid diseases, and bribe death. I wish * 
your brother may come in time, (* that is under- 
stood.) 

The mood imperative expresses a command, 
or adesire—Read your lesson. Sit down by me. 
Let him speak. Let us take a walk. 

All the objects of our thoughts are either in 
& past, present, or future time—Hence verbs 
have three tenses, the present, the past, and the 
future, which remain sufficiently expressed by 
their literal denomination, without any other 
deffnition—/ speak, J am speaking, is a present 
tense; J spoke, / bave spoken, is a past tense; [ 
will speak, / will be speaking, is a future tense. 

Those three chief tenses are susceptible of 
subordinate divisions, as will be secn in the 
paradigm of conjugations. 

Verbs, like nouns, bave a singular and a plu- 
ral namber.—Each number has three persons : 
J, thou, he, she, or a substantive for the singu- 
lar: we, you, they, a substantive, or mauy sub- 


stantives for the plural—/ read, thow readest, he ps 


reads, Sophia reads ; we read, ye read, they read, 
the boys read, Mary and Jane read—Modern 
politeness will have, in writing and conversing, 
‘the second person plural used instead of the se- 
cond person singular. 
6. The adverb is a word joined to a verb, to 
the extent of its signification—For 
example, if I say ‘yo TUN, you study, you write ; 
L only present to the hearer the ideas of motion, 
study, and writing. But if I make use of ad- 
verbs, and say: you run fast; you study care- 
lessly ; you write elegantly; the adverbs fast, 
carelessly, and elegantly, measure, as it were, the 


parts which are taken out of the boundlem 
meaning, to run, to study, to write.

!, An tnéerjection is an indeclinable word 
which serves to declare joy, surprise, fear, grief, 
aversion, desire, and other sudden emotions of 
the mind, which no connected sentence could 
express— las! dear me! bless us! oh! fy! 
wo! zounds / and such like expressions, are 
called interjections. There are. emotions of 
the mind so lively, and so very sudden, that 
every body will at that time make use of inter- 
jections ; but too frequent an use of them, in a 
deliberate way of speaking, is a sure mark of 
ignorance, aitection, and dearth of words.

in interjections, and in that worst kind of them 
which is called swearing.

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‘ ‘OF THE REGULAR CONJUGATIONS. 

A regular verb keeps its radical lettevs through all its conjugation. 

The radical lettcrs of a verb are those which stand before ending common to all the verbe 
of the same conjagation. Thus, in donner, agir, the syllables donn and ag are the radical letters. 
So that, when you want to conjugate a verb after a model given to you, observe which are the 
radical letters of both verbs, and add to the radical letters of your verb (according to the tense 
and person you want) the ending which is after the radical letters of the model to you.
